Dinny and the Witches- Cherry Lane 12/9. 3 pro - 
News, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 
4 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Mirror, Post - filed on 
new fantasy with music by William Gibson, presented 
by Jess Kimmel- Alfred Stern, directed by Kimmel with 
Bill Heyer, Kay Doubleday, Julie Bovasso. Most okay- 
ed cast and production, with the diverse views regist- 
ered on merits of script by author of the current The 
Miracle Worker. Affirmative side headed by McHarry, 
News, who enjoyed the bewitching, warmly interesting 
characters and players, plus the item that there is a bar 
on thé premises, Aston, WTS, okayed it for the uncon- 
trollably advanced, not the common-sense playgoer. He 
admitted he didn't dig much of it but found most of it, 
especially Bovasso's portrayal of the nice witch, amus- 
ing. McClain, Journal American, found it enchanting , 
well acted and perfect for Off Broadway. Author can be 
pardoned for some flights of wordy and abstruse mean- 
derings. Negative side headed by Atkinson, Times, who 
listed play as labored piece of work despite a cheerful 
performance by trumpet player-actor Heyer. As play is 
not intrinsically poetic or humorous, Times man fears 
fantasy never gets off the ground. Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
panned it as a maddening little play that may stop the 
trend of established authors yearning for freedom of 
Off Broadway. Current example says too little too much, 
repeats lines five and six times and allows other excesses 
of the author pleasing only himself, Kerr listed. Coleman, 
Mirror, tabbed it a feeble fling attempting to conceal the 
trite beneath the fantastic, though reviewer would like to 
see Heyer in a better role. Watts, Post, notes that early 
Gibson play, started before his two Broadway successes, 
shows the author has improved and is much happier with 
dramatic realism, Play doesn't seem to get anywhere, 
Post aisle-sitter noted, he also praised Bovasso as the 
most winning and entertaining creation in the show. 


Time of Vengeance- York- 12/10. 2 pro- Times, World 
Telegram & Sun- and 5 cons- filed on adaptation of Ugo Betti's 
Italian drama by Charles Wasserman, staged by David Met - 
calf ,presented by Paul Libin with Charles Gregory and Lou 
Gilbert. Pro voters found play engrossing and well presented, 
while majority of dissenters found it confusing and overwrought, 
Atkinson, Times, cheered the increasingly absorbing drama acted 
and directed with taste and understanding. Staging preserves the 
muted tones of the play and settings by Helen Pond- Herbert Senn 
caught tedium and shiftlessness of a cynical village, while the 
low key acting brings play into focus as deliberately as the author 
does, Times man approved. Aston, WTS, shared praises among 
author, director and producer for the engrossing,gripping pre- 
sentations, But Crist, Herald Tribune, panned it as an obscure 
and gloomy collection of sordid nonesense with a nice set and 
a trapped cast. Major blame is on adaptation which is unbeliev- 
able, she feared. Coleman, Mirror, also vetoed it as a fumbling, 
heavy-handed attempt at what might have been with the proper 
direction an absorbing psychological mystery play. Sets are 
best of Off Broadway season, Coleman added, McHarry,, News, 
bets there is more to play than cast or adaptor discovered.Watts, 
Post, found play held interest but was clumsy and overwrought in 
production making it almost unintentionally funny. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, thought a US writer deserved a hearing more than 
this pretentious play which wasted good writing and good product- 
ion. 


Kataki- St Marks- 12/15. 1 pro- Post- and 4 con- Times, 
Herald Tribune, Journal American, and World Telegram & Sun- 
filed on revival of 1958 two character drama by Shimon Wincel - 
berg, staged and presented by M, David Samples, Wayne Maxwell 
and Dale Ishimoto were generally praised though majority could 
see no reason why play which lasted only 20 performances on 
Broadway should have been revived within nine months. Pro vote 
from Herridge, Post, applauded presentation as more intimate, 
fresh and humorous than the original. More physical activity, 
more change of pace and excellent performances were approved, 
as was new ending which has the Japanese killed by accident in- 
stead of committing hara-kiri. Gelb, Times, and Crist, Herald 
Tribune, agreed there was slight excuse for the revival, latter 
adding that it is a fallacy that be merely moving a play 40 blocks 
downtown it will improve. O'Connor, Journal American, could 
find only talk, no play in production that starts at a snail's pace 
and then grows slower. Klein, WTS, marked every element of the 
production first rate but nothing could overcome the basic flaw 
of its wordiness,

East Broadway. . pros- Times, News, Post, World 
Telegram & Sun- filed on Yiddish drama by David Licht , 
adapted from a story by Sholom Aleichem , presented by the 
45 year old Yiddish theatre group opening their new play- 
house.

Pros ranged wide in 
tone from outright raves to qualified approval. Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, enjoyed the remarkable entertainer whose hypnotic 
concentration makes it seem as if the sound is coming from 
his whole personality, Critic suggested he drop variety show 
kidding with orchestra leader, Chapman, News, okayed the 
craftsman, stylist and technician who is an excellent show- 
man, but has little personal warmth, Coleman, Mirror, raved 
for the artist and marvelous showman, a top -flight pantomi- 
mist, he can really sell a song. McClain, Journal American, 
also filed a rave for the most engaging, informal evening by 
entertainer who exudes unpretentious sex-appeal, one of the 
great entertainers of our time. Aston, WTS, applauded the 
great artist, superb entertainer and gentlemen, who might 
make his program better if he added dancing to it. Watts , 
Post, okayed it as interesting program of charming, touching 
and amusing songs admirably presented by an authentic art- 
ist, but to be a completely satisfying theatrical evening he 
should have employed his gifts for dramatic presence and 
showmanship more. Sole dissenter, Atkinson, Times, felt 
that the freshness has gone out of the singing of entertainer 
he better enjoyed in past appearances.

Shepard Traube, founder 
of the recently organized Society of Theatre Directors 
explained that his group does not intend to seek an _ in- 
creased royalty plan nor does it want absolute author- 
ity on casting, revisions, etc. What it does wantis a 
formal voice in these matters, John Gielgud believes 

a director must be in love with play know it better than 
actors or audience , see what is good or bad with the 
production, and conceal it from the audience. Actor - 
director believes it is unfair for a star to give less 
than nine months run to a production, and rather than 
any plans for retiring from acting he will be in NY or 
London as soon as he can find the right play. Harold 
Clurman, who is also drama critic of "Nation", explain- 
ed that critics usually have the right conception of the 
whole production, but usually are wrong in assigning 
blame to author, actor or director. Jose Quintero sees 
in being a director the opportunity to translate the play 
in terms of his own emotions to the cast, matching the 
intent of the playwright.

Saratoga is a lavish travelogue spectacle featuring 
beautiful poster scenes of New Orleans and Saratoga. The 
pleasant people, tunes and lyrics don't have a chance com- 
peting with the mountains of lovely costumes, the breath - 
taking market scene and the moving track which brings 
people and furniture onstage the easy way. No single char- 
acter really has time enough between costume changes to 
sit down long enough for the audience to get to know about 
them. Perhaps if a smaller segment of the Ferber novel 
had been attempted the results would have been more sat- 
isfying.

Dinny and the Witches is pleasant light-hearted fan- 
tasy with music that is lively as long as it doesn't take it- 
self seriously. Deep philosphical insight it does not con- 
tain and should not be expected by audience or cast. Pre- 
sented at a rather hectic pace by able performers it con- 
tains enough amusing thoughts, parodies of famous sayings, 
and clever lyrics to easily mark it as the most original 
Off Broadway play of the season. Especially in a season 
marked by revivals of recent and past Broadway flops.

Time of Vengeance is an Italian import that seems to 
have stymied adaptors, cast and audience. The significance 
and symbolism of the corrupt town officials and/or the utter 
poverty of life in a tiny Italian hamlet is not understood well 
enough by any to be fully conveyed. The shoutings of the cast 
members do not make up for comprehension and make it a 


mystery how one first nighter thought the play was presented 
in a quiet tone. 


* * 


Critics will soon by the only craftsmen in the theatre 
without a strong union and it is time to think of the demands 
that might be made against the League of NY Theatres. The 
terms of reviewing provided for the winners of the WRCA-TV 
"Critics-Wanted" contest might be a good starting point. NBC 
is paying that part of the bill not covered by "payola" in this 
case , but good organization by an Executive Director of Re- 
viewers could certainly get equal elements. Transportation 
to and from the theatre, dinner plus an after theatre snack, 
sound like worthwhile items to fight for. A few mentions of 
restaurants and liquors in the reviews would only counter - 
balance like plugs in program credits. Off Broadway until 
it gets strong enough to support the critics in this fashion 
may be in difficulties, but some of the stauncher theatre fans 
among the reviewers may cover an Off Broadway show now 
and then, If the union doesn't object too much, that is!
